Friday, January 10, 1840. 

No Chaplain appearing at 10 minutes cfter 10 
o’clock, the business of the Senate was opened with- 
out prayer. 

The Clerk read the Journal of yesterday. 

Petitions were presented bv Messrs. HENDER- 
SON, MARSHALL. THOMAS and SOUTH.

Mr. WOODSON, leave to introduce a bill to 
amend the charter of the town of Nicholas; ille: re- 
ferred to committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. HENDERSON, leave to introduce a bill to 
reduce tavern licenses: referred to committee on Fi- j 
nance. 

REPORTS FROM STANDING COMMITTEES. 

The unfinished report of yesterday from the com- 
mittee on the Judiciary: a hill to amend the penal 
laws: makes usurpation of office and holding office 
after a court of competent jurisdiction deciding the 
appointment void, a penal offence, &c. 

The pending question was on the amendment of- 
fered by .Air. HARRIS, to the effect that the provis- 
ions of the act should apply for offences hereafter 
committed. 

The roll was called — four Senators absent. 

Mr. CRENSHAW moved the following amend- i 
tnent: 

Provided, However, that before any person shall 
be liable for the offence of holding on to nnv such 
office, after his appointment shall be declared ille- 
gal or void, as aforesaid, a notice of such determi- 
nation of said Court, issued from the Clerk’s office 
of the same, shall be served upon him bv the Sher- 
iff of any county where he may be found.”

Circuit Court: to sit tweive juridical days if busi- 
ness require it: passed. 

Also, a H. R. net for the benefit of Gideon S. and 
Susan Mary Mims, of Todd county, with an amend- 
ment: bill authorizes County Court to dispose of in- 
fant’s eslate: amendment strikes out County Court 
and inserts Circuit Court: amendment concurred in 
and bill passed. 

Also, a II. R. act to amend the act of 1845, 
granting Joseph N. Allen, indicted for stabbing, a 
change of venue from Spencer to Nelson: the II.

1 Instructions to Postmasters.— O ur readers will 
! see, from the sketch of the proceedings of Con- 
' gross on the Dili inst-, that u circular, addressed hy 
i the Postmaster General to his deputy postmasters 
| throughout the United Mates, was brought beh-re 
: t lie House of Representatives lor the consideration 
! of that body. The following is a copy of the circu- 
lar : 

To Deputy Postmasters. — Information has been 
i recently furnished the department, Irom official as 
! well as other sources, that various devices are daily 
! resorted to, to evade even the present low rates ot 
postage by an abuse ol tiie privileges of tra liking; that 
letters are daily put into the mails having the frank 
of individuals publicly known to be many miles dis- 
taut from tlic office m which they are placed; that 
blank envelopes, in large numbers, are known to be 
i ,ti the possession of individuals having no r.ght to 
1 frank, and constantly used to evade the payment of 
I postage, when the person flanking is known to be 
j at a distance from the place; that the letters of third 
[ persons are daily franked by those entitled to tho 
j pr.v ilege; that, under the pretence of exchange, edi- 
tors often receive newspapers free of postage for 
subscr.hers; that newspapers published in one city 
purport on their face to be published at several olhir 
cities at the same time, >o that they may go free of 
postage within 30 miles of each place where they 
purport to be published; that correspondence is often 
kept up between individuals through the medium of 
those entitled to the privilege, and the letters so te- 
ceived not returned to the office to be charged as re- 
quired by law. 

The Setlt section of the act of 1825 imposes a pen- 
alty of ten dollars on any person “who shall frank 
any letter or letters other than those written by him- 
self or by his order, on the business of his office.” 
The 24th section of the same law imposes tiie same 
penalty on any person “who shall procure, aid, ad 
vise, or assist,” in such violation of the post-office 
laws, and it is made “the special duty of postmas- 
ters to prosecute lor said offence.” 

It becomes my duty, therefore, to direct that, in 
all cases where a letter is delivered at your office 
having a frank on it, and is accompanied by such 
circumstances as clearly show that is not the letter 
of the individual whose frank it bears, the frank is 
in effect a false certificate; that the same should he 
charged with postage, and the names of the parties 
thus violating the law, and the witnesses by whom 
the offence can be proven be reported to the district 
attorney for prosecution in the federal courts. 

Should postage be in any case erroneously charg- 
ed, the same will be remitted at the office where re- 
ceived, upon the letter being opened, and j r iving to 
be the letter of a person entitled to frank. 

Newspapers sent toedi.ors, clearly intended for 
the benefit of subscribers, should be rated with post- 
age as if directed to the subscriber. 

In all cases newspapers, passing through the 
mails over thirty miles from the real place o! publi- 
cation, should he charged with postage. 

As it is made your especial duty, by law, to pro- 
secute for such violations of t he law, it is expected 
that you will watch with the utmost care against 
these unlawful practices; and whenever you have 
cause for suspicion, use all lawful means to obtain 
evidence against the offender. Let no effort lie re- 
mitted, let no dignity of station deter you; but how- 
ever exalted may be l lie rank of the officer who shall 
violate the law in the abuse of the franking privi- 
lege, never fail to enforce the penalty by legal pro- 
cess, and report each cuse to the Department.
